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mbulance 
Proposals 
Presented 


Recommended changes in the 
town’s ambulance service, not in- 
volving additional personnel or 
equipment have been received by 
the selectmen and turned over to 
the town manager for implementa- 
tion. 

The selectmen Tuesday night 
received the report of the ambu- 
lance study committee headed by 
Dean K. Webster. The committee 
was formed to study the ambu- 
lance service following an accident 
last summer when aNorthReading 
ambulance had to be summoned. 
There also had been complaints 
about service to Boston or out of 
town hospitals. 

The committee has recommend- 
ed that the Shanahan ambulance 
service of Haverhill be called when 
the fire department ambulance is 
out of service due to such things 
as two-alarm fires which would 
take all firefighters out of ambu- 
lance service, or when the Andover 
vehicle is under repair. 

The rate for the Shanahan ser- 
vice would be $30 for the first 
hour, $25 for the second hour 
and $20 for each hour thereafter. 

Based on the 1970 experience, 
such cost is estimated tobe $1,500 
to $2,000 annually, the committee 
states. 

The committee recommends that 
Andover continue to provide emer- 
gency service free to any Andover 
resident, transporting them to the 
nearest hospital. 

If an exception is to be made, 
it is to be done by the town 
manager or his designated deputy, 
the report indicates. 

The backup service, when the 
first line ambulance is not avail- 
able should continue to be the 
station wagon cruiser of the police 
department. For this reason, the 
committee states, the station 
wagon cruiser should be kept clean 
at all times, even if it means using 
other town vehicles to pick up 
bicycles and the like.

Cemetery 
Workers 
Petition 


Employees of Spring Grove 
Cemetery will be seeking civil 
service status at the annual town 
election March 1. 

Petitions are being circulated 
this week in the hopes of obtaining 
in the vicinity of 1,000 signatures 
to place the referendum item oa 
the ballot for the election. 

Stephen Bamford, superinten- 
dent of Spring Grove cemetery, 
explained that the workers at the 
cemetery somehow were no: in- 
cluded when the town voted civil 
service status for public works 
department employees. several 
years ago. 

The oversight now prohibits em-. 
ployees there from having the 
benefits of seniority, or bidding 
for town jobs when they become 
available. 

By giving the civil service status 
to these employees, who have 
worked, three, eight and 24 years 
tor the town respectively, more 
jobs become available in the 
various town departments, suchas 
motor equipment operator, back- 
hoe operator, etc. 

The cemetery department is now 
the only division not having civil 
service status. 

Bamford feels that the members 
of this department should be 
classified as others under the 
public works department, and has 
initiated the drive for signatures 
on nomination papers in order to 
allow voters to act on the matter

Tax Rate Increase 


Could Hit $10 - $11 


While preliminary estimates by 
town officials of Andover’s 1971 
tax rate increase has been set 
at about $7, finance Committee 
Chairman Dr. Albert Greenberg 
has a different view. 

Not at all optimistic that the 
rate can be held at $7, Dr. 
Greenberg said this week the jump 
this year could be as high as ten 
or eleven dollars. 

His committee, the financial 
watchdogs of the town, have been 
meeting almost nightly examining 
the budgets of all town depart- 
ments, 

Dr. Greenberg notes that the 
$7 increase being talked about, 
includes only the items now before 
them, namely the budget as pre- 
sented. 

Much of the increase is 
practically built in, the chairman 
said. 

“That $7 figure is valid, but at 
this point I certainly think it is 
low. 

‘(We have. such things as the 
teacher salary contract yet to 
come as well as a new contract 
with the police department. These 
figures will certainly have to make 
an impression on the final budget 
figures, 

‘Then we get to the water treat- 
ment plant issue. This is a 
$4,000,000 item. It will be costly 
if the town is unable to get federal 
assistance, but the need is there 
and it’s something we are going 
to have to face,’’? the chairman 
said. 

As for the bond issue for the 
treatment plant, Dr. Greenberg 
feels the town may be able to 
save money over the years of 
construction. 

Since the entire amount is not 
needed immediately, and the con- 


struction will be over a period 
of time, only the necessary 
amounts would be bonded from 
time to time in the hopes of ob- 
taining funds when the bond market 
is most favorable. 

The move is completely legal, 
if the town approves contracting 
for the bonded indebtedness. 

The FinCom chairman said he 
thought there was a possibility 
that the proposed Doherty school 
addition might face tough sledding 
before the voters in March. 

Parents of children in the central 
area of town will naturally favor 
the addition, but he sees a pos- 
sibility of other residents of the 
community questioning its need. 

Also, the chairman feels, there 
could be substantial opposition to 
a school department request for 
planning funds for an addition to 
the senior high school. 

Other money articles can be 
expected to be challenged, he feels, 
noting that Andover like all com-. 
munities are going to have to be 
in economy frame of mind at town 
meeting this year. 

Also to be considered as he 
reflected on the tax increase is 
the diminishing amount of revenue 
received from the state. 

This he feels is avery important 
factor. 

Funds have been dropping over 
the years. The town received 
$150,000 a year ago from a special 
fund. This year that amount has 
been dropped with no apparent 
move by the legislature to restore 
the funds, 

Reflecting seriously on the 
financial problems facing the town, 
Dr. Greenberg in summation, said, 
‘*the tax rate could easily go up 
$10 or $11, even if everything 
gets slaughtered at town meeting.’’

This was evident Tuesday night 
when the Andover Ecology Action 
Conference drew more than 160 
area citizens, representing 25 or- 
ganizations, to combine ideas and 
talents, their sources of expertise 
and their efforts in a united front 
of environmental concern. 

A citizen’s network on the en- 
vironment is envisaged as a re- 
sult of the conference - a net- 
work through which various 
concerned organizations and in- 
dividuals can channel their efforts 
together toward particular issues, 
can communicate, and pool their 
informational and educational re- 
sources. 

Establishment of a nerve center 
for the network, and possibility of 
a newsletter to conferes and other 
citizens: indicating interest are 
under discussion now. 

Among the organizations with 
representatives at the conference 
were the Conservation Commis- 
sion, Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society, Andover Ecology 
Action, Chamber of Commerce,

Water Rate 
Schedule 
Adopted 


The selectmen Monday night, 
by a majority vote, approved new 
water rates for the town. 

The board adopted the recom- 
mendations of Camp, Dresser and 
McKee, the consulting firm which 
made the study, through funds 
totalling $9,000 and approved by 
town meeting in March, 

Selectman Sidney P. White, who 


felt the rates should be changed. 


to assist the elderly and those 
with limited income, opposed the 
new schedule. Selectman William 
Stewart also opposed the new rates. 

Chairman Robert A. Watters 
cast the deciding vote after the 
motion to approve was made by 
Selectman Roger W. Collins and 
seconded by Selectmen George E. 
Heseltine. 

Basically the rates will reflect 
a 90 to 100 percent increase to 
the homeowner and a 60 percent 
hike to the industrial or heavy 
water user. 

The new rates were instituted 
in anticipation of the construc- 
tion of a water treatment plant. 

The recommendations are to 
implement an equitable rate 
schedule which will allow the water 
department to be on an almost 
self sustaining basis. 

The schedule is designed to 
provide sufficient funds for the 
payment of bonded indebtedness, 
both past contract and those in 
the future, as well as the neces- 
sary money to run the distribu- 
tion and maintenance of the water 
system.

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Snowmobiles 


Are Now 
Permitted 


The Conservation Commission 
has reversed an earlier decision 
with regard to property it over- 
sees and has allowed snowmobiling 
in three locations, with an addi- 
tional area allowed by the 
selectmen. 

The commission had previously 
prohibited use of such vehicles on 
conservation commission held 
land, 

In a memorandum issued to the 
selectmen and town manager this 
past week, the commission indi- 
cated that the former Essex Sand 
and Gravel pit off Woburn street, 
the former Shlakis property off 
Brundrett Avenue in West Andover 
and the Davidson property on both 
sides of the railroad bed off High 
Plain road, would be opento snow- 
mobile enthusiasts. 

The letter to the town officials 
from the Conservation Commis- 
sion follows: 

After careful consideration and 
discussion, with due regard for the 
varied and sometimes conflicting 
desires for use of town-owned 
land by the townspeople, the 
Conservation Commission under 
the terms of its Rules and Regu- 
lations adopted last february has 
decid2d to sanction the use of 
snowmobiles for the 1971 season 
of the following parcels of open 
land under the management of the 
Conservation Cominission: 

1. Former Essex Sand and 
Gravel Pit off Woburn Street near 
Pomys Pond. This does not in- 
clude Fosters Island, so-called. 

2. Former Shlakis property, off 
Brundrett Avenue, near the Mer- 
rimack River. This does not sanc- 
tion use of any AVIS land or 
trails. 

3. former Davidson property 
on both sides of the old railroad 
bed off High Plain Road near 
Haggetts Pond. This does not 
include th2 area adjacent to the 
pond nor the town nursery area 
under the. control of the Water 
Department and the Tree Super- 
intendent. 

it is further’ suggested that the 
Selectmen specifically sanction the 
use of the town-owned former 
B and M Railroad right-of-way 
from High Plain Road across 
Haggetts Pond Road to Lowell 
Street. 

In an effort to provide other 
suitable locations for this activity 
the Conservation Comnnission 
hereby requests that the Selectmen 
include in the Warrant an Article 
to authorize the Comrnission to 
negotiate for an easement 
for conservation purposes 
coinciding withthe water line ease- 
ment from Route 495 to River 
Road, another good trailway for 
skimobiling in the winter and 
horseback riding in the other sea- 
sons. This should not be costly 
and could be purchased from avail- 
able funds. 

These areas, together with the 
Harold Parker forest, should pro- 
vide opportunity for legitimate use 
of skimobiles at locations scat- 
tered’ over the town. The use 
by skimobiles of trails designed 
to cater to other users such as 
snowshoers, hikers, skiers, dog- 
walkers, etc., isto be discouraged, 
as is the use of areas or trails 
where the noise factor would be 
a neighborhood nuisance, such as 
Carmel Woods.

Would you be surprised to learn 

that a Chinese woman could be an 
excellent cataloger of books writ- 
ten in English? If so, you have 
a surprise coming because that’s 
another interesting fact about 
Memorial Hall I.ibrary. Mrs. 
Tseng-wen Shen (Winnie, to all 
of us on the staff) has been 
cataloger and head of Technical 
Services for two years at MHL. 
In this capacity she handles ap- 
proximately 7300 items annually, 
all the adult books, all the child- 
ren’s books, and all the micro- 
film. The content and super- 
vision of the typing of each cata- 
log card is her responsibility, 
an overwhelming job when one 
realizes that each book has at 
. least two cards in the cataloz 
(author and title) and that most 
non-fiction books have five to 
eight cards, each, as required to 
cover the subject areas involved. 
To do such a jod with ease, a 
cataloger must have accuracy and 
wide range of knowledge in many 
areas. Winnie is such a person, 
and it is to her credit that so 
many new users of the library 
have been added in the last two 
years. They obviously find ade- 
quate access to the collection 
through the card catalog, the only 
way a library can be useful and 
valuable. 

The Shens came to the United

Our Ears

There were a few technical 
differences between the early New 
Orleans Dixieland style and he 
Chicago style that developed inthe 
1929’s. The banjo which had been 
used was replaced by the guitar. 
Introductions and endings became 
current: The tenor saxophone was 
added to the instrumentation iand 
the relaxed: playing style ‘was 
sacrificed for intensity and dcive. 

About this time Jazz started to 
move in both the domestic and 
international level. Around 1919 
Jazz went to Europe as the original 
Dixieland Band became ‘he sensa- 
tion of London Society. 

During the early years, both the 
negro and the white musicians 
drew their materia! from the music 
of the old brass bands andfrom the 
folk blues. 

There was little difference in 
the harmonic and mélodic struc- 
ture between negro and white Jazz. 
However, a subtle distinction ‘nthe 
interpretation was unmistakable to 
any knowledgable listener. 

It was said that early Jazz 
musicians were msically illite- 
rate, and aot uatil the carly 1920’s 
did written arrangements by both 
negro and white bands produce men 
who had studied music and became 
capable readers. 

Up until then most of the Jazz 
performances were played oy im- 
provising on set harmonic pat- 
terns and original interpretations 
of familiar tunes.

School committeeman William 
¥. King, 71 Harold Parker Road, 
an associate dean of Northeastern 
University who this fall was named 
acting dean of Northeastern’s Lin- 
coln College, has announced he 
will seek a second term on the 
Andover school committee. 

Since coming toAndover in1961, 
King has been an officer of the 
South School PTA, and he has 
been a member of the school com- 
mittee for the past three years. 

In his first term, King made 
recommendations to achieve a 
smoother running internal 
budgeting and accounting pro- 
cedures.

Historic Win Streak Halted 


The end of the three-year, 29- 
game win streak of defending 
champion West Parish A, and the 
emergence of St. Robert’s A as 
the only team still undefeated, 
highlighted this week’s exciting 
Junior Division action in the An- 
dover Church Basketball League. 

The 29 straight victories are 
believed to be the longest win 
streak in the league’s 24-year 
history.

Sorry 


In our editorial columns last week we commented on the 
Conservation Commission refusing permission to use tts 
lands for snowmobiles. 

The decision has since been amended and some of the 
acreage can now be used for the winter recreation vehicles. 

But a large part of the population seemed to misinterpret 
our thoughts on the matter, feeling we were in. complete 
support of snowmobiles. 

Frankly, our thoughts were not in regard to snowmobiles, 
but more on restriction of use of public land. 

Our thoughts were that the Conservation Commission has 
been provided with an abundance of public funds to obtain 
lands for preservation and open space. 

To then deny the public access or use of the lands, even 
regulated as to safety standards, seemed to us to be wrong, 
for the taxpayers had provided the funds. 

That was the point - public use of public property. 

As for skimobiles, we have no feeling, one way or another. 

To the enthusiasts, may they enjoy themselves cavorting 
over the snow dressed landscape where permitted. 

To the conservationists, who deplore the skimobiles’ 
alleged noise and air pollution factors, we wish them well 
with their open spaces. 

But let’s allow the taxpayers to use their land obtained 
at tremendous cost and which, by the way, is dropped from 
the tax roles. 


‘Tax Rate 


News comes in this week’s TOWNSMAN, which we are 
sure is far from pleasant. 

It deals with the 1971 tax rate. 

Finance Committee Chairman Dr. Albert Greenberg 
foresees a possible jump of $10 to 511, a greater amount 
than previously felt. 

His committee is ardently examining budget requests-at 
the moment in the hopes of bringing down the forecasted 
increase. 

The reasoning of the FinCom chairman seems reasonable. 

The budget of both the town and the school departments 
reflect an almost automatic $7 increase. 

Special articles to be acted upon in the warrant are not as 
yet complete, thus the total amount will not be known 
until Friday. 

But facing the town as we know at present are capital 
projects such as the Doherty school addition, and the water 
treatment plant, both costing in the millions. 

The FinCom chairman feels that his group will certainly 
be looking at all expenditure items with an economical eye, 
but in some cases its hands are tied, a8 necessities must be 
faced. 

As town meeting approaches, one might assume that the 
taxpayers will be developing a strictly belt tightening 
attitude - something not particularly predominant in the 
past. 

Spiraling municipal costs, coupled with diminishing state 
and federal funds to towns and cities dictates such an 
attitude. 


Water Rates 


The selectmen this week, by a majority vote, accepted a 
report which recommended an increase in the town’s water 
rates. . 

As we mentioned previously, no one particularly looks 
forward to increased costs, but this report, which cost the 
town $9,000 for consultants, seems most logical. 

[t puts the town in the business of selling water. 

Most of all, it puts the water department on an almost 
self sustaining basis, thus relieving the taxpayers in that 
regard. 

Development of the water department, as dictated by 
srowth, is to be an expensive proposition in view of the 
construction of a treatment plant. 

It could be paid directly by taxes, along 
water department bond issues through taxes. 

With the new rate system in effect, those using the 
facilities of the water department will be paying their fair 
share for the needed improvements and operation of the 
department.
